New York, Jan. 9.—[Special.]—On the Lo- 
high Valley railroad, near West Dunellen, 

| this afternoon, two passenger trains, run- 
ning forty miles an hour in opposite direc- 
‘tions, met in collision. 
Fifteén passengers were killed, more than 
score — perhaps thirty — were injured. 
Dozens of others were bruised and jarred into 
temporary unco ess, but were sent 
to their homes.

Por a hundred yards around the spot whcre 
the collision occurred there is wreckage and 
chaos. At sunset tonight the huge naphtha 
lights were flaring over bent axles and blood-

the two great engines lying like two giant 
Wrestlers, dead in a last grip.

In a Tangle of Wreckage. 
Dead men were under the iron driving 
Wheels, under the flattened cars, under the 
forn trucks. On the cross-ties were blurs of 
Plood. From the great tangle of wreckage 
there were wild cries and shrieks for help.

Both trains were using the west-bound 
track on account of the east-bound track 
being occupied by freight trains, which had 
temporarily blocked the road. > 

The engines telescoped, likewise the first 
car of the excursion train, resulting in the 
injury of fifteen or more persons and the 
death of twelve persons.” 

The report of the officials tells only a little 
of the awful story. 


Fust a Freight Wreck. 


At 5 o'clock this morning on the Lehigh | 
road an axle under a freight car loaded 


with grain broke near Bound Brook. Asa 
result seven cars were piled up in a giant 
heap on the rails, For several hours both 
tracks were entirely blocked. | | 
A wrecking créw by brisk work got the 
west-bound track clear shortly before noon. 
About this time, according to one story. 
there came buzzing over the wires from the 
train dispatcher at Easton to the operator at 
South Plainfield the following order: 


Operator, South Plainfield: Hold all west-bound - 
trains until further orders. 


Several trains passed, flying eastward to 
Bound Brook, Newmarket, and on into Jer- 
sey City. Among these were the first and 
Second sections of train No. 20, which passed 
the wrecked grain cars in safety. A third 
section was behind. 

Up to this time no west-bound trains had 
arrived at Plainfield. About 12 O clock, 
however, train No. 71, a local accommioda- 
tion, which left Jersey City at 10:50 puffed 
into the station. 

After agminute’s stop it pulled out again. 
The operator, it is alleged, had failed to hold 
it according to orders. 


Speeding on to Destruction. 

At the same time the third section ot pas- 
senger train No. 20 was speeding eastward. 
The train arrived at Newmarket about the 
time train No. 71 left Duneilen. Both were 
running on the same track, swiftly, heed- 
lessly, approaching each other. 

On the east-bound train there was an ex- 
cursion party from Mahanoy City. From 
this train the baggage car had been ré- 
moved, leaving the front passenger car near- 
est the engine. In this car were most of 
those who are now dead. Passengers had 
Aso been taken on at Mount Carmel, Sham- 
okin, Mahanoy City, Hazelton, Ashland, 
Pottsville, and Newmarket. The length of 
the single track which both trains Were 
using was about six miles. The engineers 
of both trains believed that this stretch of 
track was clear. | 
Almost midway in this six miles, between 
Newmarket and West Dunelien, there is a 
long curve, and that starts from a clump of | 
trees just beyond the station at West Dun- 
ellen. The other end of the curve is lost in

the excursionists were singing and making 
merry. Some ot them were playing cards. 
All were enjoying themselves as only ex- 
cursionists can. 
The train was running forty miles an 
hour. Suddenly there came a long-drawn 
scream from the engine just ahead. Then 


the swift, hard jar of the air brakes brought 


every one to his feet. 
A brakeman rushed through the door with 
his face white as chalk, yelling like a ma- 
niac: 
Look out! Look out!

Some of the pasengers braced themselves. 
Others, throwing open the windows in the 
fraction of a second, saw careening down 
upon them anothertrain. It happened in far 
less time than it takes to tell it. 


- Engines Meet Head on. 
The engine of the west-bound train came

| down at full speed, with a how! like that ofa 


giant inagony. The engineer sprang down 
on the steps and just before the crash came 
jumped tothe ground. He was caught under 
his engine. 

The two great loco ives came together 
with a crash like the roll of heavy thunder. 
They reared and locked, as two fighting 
tigers, then toppled over on their sides, hiss- 
ing and growling in clouds of steam. Each 
engine had struck the other a fair blow. 

For some inexplicable cause the damage 
and death occurred chiefly in the east-bound 
train. Engine No. 486 of the east-bound 
train. was lifted high in the air, tern from its 
tender, and turned completely around, so 
that when the collision was over it faced 
the west. 

The tender telescoped the passenger coach, 
No. 182, of the east-bound train, and crashed 
half way into it. The coach and the tender 
within it reared upward and rested upon the 
front part of the turned around engine. 

The four cars following were jerked back- 
ward and forward violently, were buffeted 
and splintered, their windows shivered, their 
‘geats torn from their fastenings. 

Although many were seriously injured in 
the second, third, fourth, and fifth coaches, 
it was in the front car that havoc and death 
had been wrought. 

No Time for Escape. 

The passengers had scarcely received the 
brakeman’s warning when the fearful crash 
came, and, like a projectile shot into the sidie 
of a man-of-war, the tender plunged into 
them. 

There was no time for escape. Within a 
second half a dosen were caught under the 
massive steel tank and crushed to death. 
Splinters and detached pieces of iron flew 
around in the coach, the sides of which were 
crushed like egg shells. Seats were uprooted 
and jammed down upon the victims. It was 
here the main work of death was done. 
The passengers in the rear coaches were 
violently shaken, cut, and bruised. Some of 
them win die. Most of them escaped death. 

The injured in the west-bound train were 
confineé to the engineer and the fireman. 
There were only four passengers in this 
train and all escaped without injury. 

Engine No. 309 of the west-bound train 
was a total wreck. It was knocked over on 
the south side of the west-bound track and 
lay on its side, steam hissing from fe shat- 
tered boiler. The cars back of it escaped 
gemolition. The first car was splintered for 
ürteen feet; but all of these coaches re- 
mained on their trucks and were taken back 
to Amboy on their own wheels. ie 

Two men had seen the engines come to- 
gether; one, Martin Brennan, the fagman 
at the crossing; the other, George Wiegman 
of Plainfied. Both were fairly within the 
shadow of the wreck. Appalled, they saw 
death and ruin piled before their eyes. 3;

Some friction exists in the army over the 
government of Havana. It was supposed 
that Washington orders creating a separate 
department with General Ludlow in com- 
mand were explicit enough to prevent con- 
flicts of authority, but this expectation has 
not been realized. The present turmoil re- 
lates chiefly to the control of the Havana 
police ferce. 

When General Greene was here Colonel 
Moulton of the Second Illinois, which was 
then at Savannah, was designated as mili- 
tary Chief of Police at General Greene's 
request. He has been organizing a force 
with the assistance of ex-Chief McCullagh 
of New York. More recent plans contem- 
plate placing the police department under 
the control of Colonel Evans, formérly Gov- 
ernor of South Carolina, and now on General 
Ludlow's staff. This uncertainty retards 
the organization. 

Cu political prisoners who were de- 
ported to African penal settlements are pro- 
testing against the choice of two brothers 
named Martinez, who have been retained 
by Colonel Moulton. They charge that one 
of these brothers was a member of Wey- 
ler’s secret police and responsible for atro- 
cities then committed; the other one is 
charged with complicity in various atroci- 
ties. All these charges are denied. The 
Martinez brothers are said to be useful be- 
cause of their Knowledge of the nanigos | 
and other criminal societies in Havana. 


Status of Cuban Officers. 

Cu officers are holding meetings daily 
trying to determine their ‘own status. A 
majority of them are inclined to codperate 
with the American authorities and to facili- 
tate the disbandment of-the insurgent sol- 
ders if any provision can be made for their 
payment. They have given notice to General 
Gomez of their views, and in order to retain 
his influence Gomez ‘will have to leave his 
camp in Santa Clara Province and put him- 
self in touch with events in Havana. 

Recent reports represent him as more 
conciliatory toward the American authori- 
ties. The explanation is made for him that 
his recent order directing the reorganization’ 
of the Cuban forces in Santa Clara and 
Puerto Principe was not meant to apply to 
| those who had found work, but was intend- 
ed to bring under control some lawless 
bands that were seeking to throw off all

Sefior de Castro, the Civil Governor of Ha- 
vana, wrote this afternoon to General Lud- 
low asking to be relieved as soon as con- 
venient of the Governorship. 

Sefior de Castro has been acting as though 
he had his former powers. He has ordered 
the hygienic hospital to be closed. General 
Ludlow, the Military Governor of the dis- 
trict, who had not been consulted in the 
matter, was displeased when he heard of the 
action taken, and directed that the hospital 
he reopened. De Castro ordered the newspa- 
pers last week not to print certain business 
advertisements which were distasteful to 
him. They did not doso. General Ludlow 
intended to remove the Civil Governor. 


Gomez’s Followers Commit Murder. 

La Lucha today publishes a dispatch from 
Vaguajay, near Caibarien, Province of Santa 
Clara, reporting that on Saturday the Cu- 
bans there killed an old man, formerly in the 
employ of the Spanish authorities. The pa- 
per says that General Maximo Gomez 
promptly arrested six members of his staff 
who were concerned in the killing and turned 
them over to the municipal authorities at 
Calbarien. 
Private Weiss, Company E, Eighth United 
States Infantry, who while on patrol last 
Wednesday night shot and killed an escap- 
ing Cuban negro, arrested for having in 
his possession a Krag-Jorgenson bayonet, 
has been discharged by the military author- 
ities and commended by Major General Lud- 
low “for courage and good judgment in 
endeavoring to stop a lawbreaker ore 
shooting to kill, and for coolness in shooting 
when that became necessary.” 


General Brooke Indignant. 
Governor General Brooke has telegraphed 
-to Washington an expression of his aston- 
ishment that General Wood, military Gov- 
ernor of the Department of Santiago, should 
have permitted the recent demonstrations 
at Santiago against the proposed order for 
concentrating customs at Havana to take 
the form of abuse of the Governor of the 
island. 
The customs receipts today were $15,000.

Santiago de Cuba, Jan. 9.—A luncheon was 
given today to Bartolome Maso, the former

Speedy Work of Rescue. 

The work of rescue, once begun, was swift. 
Ten minutes after the collision a Jersey 
Central train came along on the adjoining 
road.

The 
‘first. of the wounded, eight in number, were 
put abeard and carried into Jersey City. 

It had hardly gone when wagons from 
Dunellen and all the neighboring farms be- 
gan to come in: Then a rescue train backed 
down on the Jersey Central tracks, and 
twenty-one of the. wounded were carried to 
the Plainfield hospital. 

The wounded were hurried to the hospiial, 
| an unpretentious one-story building. Its two 
surgeons, Drs. Hedges and Carmen, had as 
assistants twelve other surgeons, and the 
work in the n was swift and 
complete. 

Before long the spare cots were filled. 
There was no other way then than to remove 
all the convalescents in the institution, and 
give: their places to the wounded. So they 
were taken to nearby houses, and the rail- 
road victims took their places. 

In the operating-room the surgeons worked 
swiftly. Frequently there were three oper- 
ations under way at one time. Few of those 
brought in were able to tell who they were. 
, Nearly every one was in a collapse, and the 

majority were unconscious. 
Four of the patients at 6 p. m. were dying. 
Two hours later two were dead. All told. 
there had been twenty-one brought in, but 
aside from four the doctors hoped to save all.

Aspoecial 
analysis of the vote by which the civil service 
item was put back into the legislative, execu- 
tive, and judicial bill today shows that 74 
Republicans and 50 of the opposition, Dem- 
ocrats and Independents, voted to continue 
the system, while the office-grabbers mus- 
tered 56 Republicans and 40 opposition. 

This vote of 124 to 96 is a more narrow 
margin than usual when the members are 
put on record as they were today. Civil 
service was defeated in committee of the 
whole by a vote of 97 to 91, and its friends 
were certain the system would be sustained 
and the vote reversed when members were 
recorded. The opponents of civil service are, 
however, jubilant over the fact that they 
were beaten by a.narrow majority of only

POSTAL CLERKS WILL DECIDE. | 


Gordon Cannot Compel. Them to Don 
Livery if They Do Not Wish To— 


Department With Them. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 9.—[Special.]— 
Postmaster Charies Ulysses Gordon of Chi- 
cago never was officially authorized to put 
uniforms on the Postoffice employés. When 
he brought the matter up before the depart- 
ment here he was told it apparently’ was 
one which concerned his own office, the de- 
partment having nothing to do with the 
kind of clothes the men wore. It was said 
at the time, however, that if the clerks pro-

For extending the franchises of all the street 
car companies in Chicago, except the Calumet 
Electric and its branches, until Dec. 31, 1946. 

That all the companies accepting the extension 
shall pave with whatever material the city au- 
thorities may direct the streets they occupy from 
curb to curb, all the work to be completed within 


ten years. 

That the rate of fare for twenty years shall 
‘be five cents for each „ with the proviso 
that special tickets shall be sold at the rate of 
six for 25 cents, which shall be good between the 
hours of 6:30 and 8 o’clock a. m. and 4:30 and 6, 
o’clock p. m. Also that the payer of five cents 
or holder of a ticket shall be entitled to one free 
transfer at all intersections or connections of the 
same system. 

That each company, after the first ten years of 
the extension of its franchise, shall pay to the 
city 3 per cent of its gross receipts; after twenty 
years, 4 per cent; and after thirty years and for 
the remaining time, 5 per cent; these payments 
were to be in lieu of the present car license fee. 

That at the expiration of the franchises in 1946 
the city may purchase all street car property on 
a valuation to be e by three appraisers, one 
to be selected by the city, one by the street car 
companies, and the third by the Chief Justice of 
the Circuit Courj.

SENATOR HOAR’S CONTENTION. 

Senator Hoar expounded to the Senate 
yesterday some of his constituticnal objec- 
tions to the acquisition of the ‘Philippines, 
He denies the soundriess of the conten- 
tion of Senator Platt of Connecticut— and 
of Chief Justice Marshall—that the United 
States has the inherent sovereign right to 
acquire territory and that in the right to 
acquire territory is found the right to gov- 
ern it, Senator Hoar takes the ground 
that „the power to conquer alien peoples 
and hold them in subjugation ” is nowhere 
expressly granted by the constitution, and 


stitution. 

Probably this is the same argument that 
the Senator used when he was opposing 
over half a century ago the war “ to con- 
quer alien peoples” in Mexico. The ar- 
gument was not convincing then, nor is it 
now. The power to make war granted 
to Congress by the constitution has no 
limitations, That instrument does not de- 
clare that wars shall be- waged only 
against non-alien peoples. For certain 
well-known reasons the United States 
waged war against Spain. As a legitimate 
result of that righteous war the Philip- 
pine Islands have passed into the possession 
ot the United States. Their acquisition 


—to quote Senator Hoar’s language—than 
the acquisition of California and New 
Mexico, Which he once considered immoral 

The United States has obtained the 
Philippines properly. Their retention will 
„promote the public welfare, which is 
one of the purposes of the constitution. 
The possession of the Philippines will in- 
erease greatly the trade and commerce of 
the United States. It will develop new 
markets in the Orient for the products of 
Western farmers and New England opera- 
tives. 
In a rash moment Senator Hoar voted 
for the annexation of Hawaii. He has to 
admit that the annexation of the latter is 
constitutional, even though the Sandwich 
Islands never are to be a State, while con- 
tending that the annexation of the Philip- 
pines will not be constitutional. So he 
has to do some hair-splitting. He alleges 
that the United States is not proposing to 
acquire any “ property in the Philippines, 
but only “‘ dominion and legislative power,” 
and he asks: Where is the grant of power 
to exercise sovereignty where you have no 
property?“ 

But by acquiring Hawaii, the United 
States became the possessor of “ proper- 
ty ’—of.some public lands. Therefore, ac- 
cording to the Senator, the annexation of 
Hawaii was legitimate: So, too, accord- 
ing to his argument, would be that of the 
Philippines if there were a few acres of 
public lands there. 8 2 

Senator Hoar has a “fixed idea” that 
the retention of the Philippines will be 
“immoral and wicked.“ Believing that, he 
endeavors to argue that their retention will 
‘be unconstitutional, and will be in viola- 
tion of the tenets of the Declaration of In- 
dependéence—tenets which were appealed to 
by the confederates when they attempted 
to set up a government of their own. The 
Senator’s constitutional arguments are 
weak. They are an echo of those advanced 
by the Federalists who-objected to the pur- 
chase of Louisiana and the Whigs who op- 
posed the Mexican war and the retention of

CUBA LIKES AMERICAN RULE. 

Since President McKinley’s wise order 
enjoining the appointment of Cubans to all 
the subordinate offices in the local govern - 
ment of the island there has been an ap- 
parent end of the discontent previously 
shown with American rule. The appoint- 
ment of Cubans to the customs service and 
to the police service in Havana bas caused 
the Cuban people to realize that they are 
no longer in the hands of Spaniards. Spain 
never allowed a native to hold an office of 
any sort if there was a Castilian who want- 
ed the place. This new way of doing things 
has surprised the insurgents and the result 
is a growing sense ofcontentment. 

One of the most sensible speeches yet 
made by a Cuban insurgent on this matter 
was uttered by General Joss Gomez, who is 
apparently taking the place of the late Gen- 
eral Gareia as the leader of the Cuban com- 
mission now visiting Washington. This 
Cuban patriot speaks for the elder General 
“Gomez and says that the Cuban soldiers, 
including the leaders, are anxious to die- 
band and get back to their homes and farms. 
He says it was not strange that the Cubans 
should at first have rejected the idea of a 
new foreign domination, but all that was 
necessary was to convince them that the 
Americans were not Spaniards under an- 
other name. Now they have begun to see 
that the more quiet and content they re- 
main under the American military regime

7 UTILIZING GARBAGE. 

The first year’s experiment with the new 
method of utilizing garbage at Shoreditch, 
in London, which Lord Kelvin advocated a 
year ago, shows most gratifying results, 
Formerly the people of that parish paid 
$30,000 a year to have the refuse carted 
away and $20,000. a year for gas for public 
lighting. Last year the cost of operating 
the municipal electric light plant, including 
interest, rent, and depreciation, was $29,- 
000, while the receipts for sale of light and 
power were $45,000, leaving a profit of 
$16,000, which is to be expended in enlarg- 
ing the plant. The fuel for producing this 
light and power is garbage. The furnaces 
are supplied almost entirely with it, the 
waste steam is used for heating public 
baths, and what garbage cannot be used for 
fuel is cremated at small expense, Thus 
this great, crowded London district trans- 
forms all its refuse matter into light and 
heat and saves a large sum each year be- 
sides. Therein is an object lesson for Chi-. 
What can be done in London can 
be done here. The Springfield (Mass.) Re- 
publican says in some comments upon the 
scheme: “ It is not the least of the achieve- 
ments of modern science, and the example 
of Shoreditch ought to be followed in every 
city. There is no longer an excuse for 
polluting earth and water with human 
refuse, and turning every lovely stream 
into a stinking sewer, every sea beach into 
a garbage heap. No longer can such nasti- 
ness be excused on the score of economy, 
for Lord Kelvin’s experiment shows that it 
is mere shiftlessness. If cleanliness be in-

But 
counsel for defendants have accepted glad- 
ly those failures to agree and have never 
expressed surprise at them. Yet they must 
have felt in many instances that there was 
something wrong. 

The Bar association should investigate 
this bribery business as thoroughly as it 
ean for the purpose of clearing the skirts 
of the legal profession. It may be that 
the corporati®ns which are most exposed to 
personal injury suits have organized with- 
out any legal assistance methods for the 
corruption of bailiffs, and through them of 
jurors. If the Bar association or State’s 
Attorney can show that to be the case, so 
much the better for the lawyers.

by Government During 1898. 
Uncle Sam printed a few postage 
stamps during the year 1 The number of 


two-cent stamps issued during the year was 
about 2,500,000,000, Such a number, ob- 
viously, is beyond the grasp of the human 
mind, but perhaps the matter may be made 
more clear by putting it otherwise. 

An ordinary two-cent stamp is exactly one 
inch long. Fram this fact, by a little calcu- 
lation, it is easy to discover that the number 
of stamps of this denomination issued in 
1898, placed end to end, would extend a dis- 
tance considerably exceeding 389,000 miles. 
In other words, they would make a contin- 


uous strip of stamps, each one adorned with | 


the head of the father of his country, stretch- 
ing in a belt more than once and a half 
around the equator. 

Of course, though the two-cent stamps are 
those principally used, there are others. 
Enough one-cent postage stamps have been 
‘issued, during the year 1898 to stretch from 
New York City, by way of Burope and Asia, 
to Bombay, India, if similarly arranged in 
one strip. All other stamps, as to production 
and sales, are of minor importance, compar- 
atively speaking, but it is interesting to know 
that almost exactly one mile of i stamps 
were manufactured for the demand of 1898. 
Of $5 stamps the production was equivalent 
to a little more than half a furlong, or about 
one-fifteenth of a mile. 

Now, it all the postage stamps printed by 
the United States government in 1898 were 
placed one on top of another, as neatly as 
might be without putting them under 
pressure, how high do you suppose the pile 
of them would be? There is no use gucss- 
ing; you would nevér get it nearly right 
unless you went to work to calculate it for

He gave particu- 
lars of five cases upon which he had pro- 
duced visible effects by injections of natrum 


namylicum. 
At the outset the doctor stated that at the 
beginning of the treatment all the patients 
were suffering from what the faculty re- 
garded as the most painful form of tuber- 
culosis, but that in the course of a short 
period their health was retéstablished suf- 
ficiently to enable them to return to work. 
He said that treatment by natrum einnamyi- 
icum in the form of balsam of Peru had 
been tried by Landerer in 1888 in cases of 
surgical tuberculosis. He used the balsam 
as an emulsion with gum arabic, and tried

it with success in 170 cases. Following Lan- 


derer, a whole series of medical men carried 
on ents, trying also other prepara- 

tions of the balsam, and in 1897 works were 

published on the subject by Dr. Goutcha- 

renko and other doctors. In all cases the 

results were favorable, and this circum- 

stance induced Dr. Lovsky to undertake his 

essays, using injections under the shoulder- 

blade. The invalids were divided into three. 
categories. First, those with changes in the 

tops of the lungs, both with and without 

hollows. Secondly, those with changes, not 

only in the tops but in other parts of 

the lungs. Thirdly, those with the danger- 

ous form of galloping consumption. 

The obtained were as follows: One 
patient was in a desperate condition and 
died in a few days. Another, having felt re- 
lief, came no more for treatment. The rest 
were present at the meeting of the society. 
Of these patients, No. 1, & poor man, who 
often had no regular nourishment, came to 
Dr. Lovsky in March of the present year. 
He had a strong cough, severe perspiration, 
and feverighness, diminution of vital power

ically ruined and compelled to retire from 
the post of Chief Magistrate of France by 
the scandals in which his son-in-law be- 
came involved. 

The wedding in prospect at the Elysée is 
that of Lucie Faure, the y unmarried 
daughter of the President, and who ever 
since he attained his present eminence has 
deen not only his principal companion. but 
likewise to a great extent his private sec- 
retary. 

She is no longer in the first bloom of youth, 
is renowned for her strength of mind, and 
Mkewilse for her intellectual attainments, 
which have acquired for her the reputation 
of a blue stocking.“ The happy man in 
the case is George Chiris, son of 
Chiris, who is probably the wealthiest mem- 
ber of the Upper House of France's National 
Legislature, his vast fortune being derived 
from the manufacture &nd sale of per- 
fumery, of which he is the largest producer 
in the world.

other day, while he shook hands as usual 
with the various Ambassadors and Minis- 
pend Plenipotentiary, he pointedly abstained 


extending his hand as usual to the 
secretaries and attachés, military, 
diplomatic, of the various foreign 


Naturally, this has given great offense to 
the Princes, Dukes, and other foreign no- 
bles who form the staff of the German, Aus- 
trian, Russian, Italian, and Spanish mis- 
sions, and they declare that while they can 
perfectly understand chariness in hand- 
shakes on the part of full-fledged sovereigns, 
that is to say, of the anointed of the Lord, 


the part of a man who commenced life as a 
tanner’s apprentice, and who, as soon as he 
completes his term as President, will be- 
come once more an ordinary French bour- 
geois. 

The sovereign who is the most democratic 
of all in this respect is King Humbert of 
Italy, who, while he will readily grasp the 
grimy hand of any laboring man or peasant, 
only manifests reserve in this respect when 
dealing with the patrician houses of Italy. 
He is cordial to foreign diplomats, and his 
attitude towards the patricians of his own 
country is only to be explained by the cir- 
cumstance that they have always manifest- 
ed a disposition to question the blue blood 
and the superiority of the royal house of 
Savoy, of which he is the head.

Emperor Francis Joseph, on the other 
hand, although the kindliest of monarchs, 
rarely extends his hand save tothe members 
of his family. He will often lay his hand 
kindly on a man’s shoulder, or will pat him 
on the back. But he will not shake hands 
save on rare occasions, and then the fact of 
his having accorded a handshake to this or 
that personage or dignitary is considered 
of such importance that special mention is 
made thereof in the newspapers, and even 
in the official gazette. 

Emperor William follows the example of 
his imperial ally at Vienna, and rarely 
shakes hands, at any rate in public, save as 
a demonstration of special regard and rec- 
ognition to commanding Generals at the 
close of reviews or maneuvers. 

Queen Viétoria seldom extends her hand, 
and then only to be kissed, while King Leo- 
pold is even still more reluctant than the 
rulers of Germany and Austria to shake 
hands with men, although he is always 
ready to extend his hand to women. 

The Czar, King Oscar, and the Prince of 
Wales are perhaps more liberal in their 
handshakes than any other of the royal per- 
sonages of Europe, although at the levees 
whieh the Prince of Wales holds on behalf 
of the Queen at St. James’ Palace every 
year he makes a point of shaking hands only 
with his personal friends and acquaintances, 

nding to the low bows of others by a 


The reluctance of royal personages to 
shake hands is of a twofold origin. It is in 
part due to the necessity which the anoint- 
ed of the Lord feel in these modern times of 
keeping folks at a distance, and avoiding 
too much of that familiarity which breeds 
inevitable contempt. Then, too, it is a sur- 
vival of ancient times, when the royal touch 
was considered to be so sacred that it 
actually was held to cure a number of mala- 
dies, particularly scrofula. Scrofula in old- 
en times was known by the name of King’s 
evil,“ solely because it was held to be cura- 
ble only by means of the King’s touch. 


General Baron Rappe, Minister of War of 
Sweden, was the other day subjected to. 
three days’ arrest by King Oscar under the 
following somewhat amusing circumstances: 
The General, although a singularly able 
man, is somewhat absent-minded, and in 
fact his shortcomings in this respect have 
given rise to many anecdotes of which he 
is the hero. 

On the day before Christmas King Oscar 
summoned a Cabinet countil at the palace, 
and at the last minute the General hurried 
on foot across the so-called northern bridge 
from the War department to thes palace. 
He was required by the regulations to be in 
full uniform and covered with decorations. 
But in his haste he had donned at: the last 
moment, not his plumed chapeau, but the 
tall and rather antiquated silk hat which 
1 his ordinary headgear when in civilian 
attire. . 

As he was alone there was no A. D. C. to 
call his attention to the incongruity of his 
costume, and, moreover, he is so short- 
tempered that none of the strangers who 
met him on the bridge, which is one of the 
most crowded thoroughfares of Stockholm, 
ventured to stop him. , 

King Oscar, as well as the remainder of 
the Ministers, happened to be at the win- 
dows of the council chamber awaiting his 
arrival when he crossed the square im front 
of the palace, and after a moment of pro- 
found silence, due to stupefaction, they one 
and all burst into a fit of loud laughter, 
which only increased when the General en- 
tered the room panting. and blowing from 
the excess of his haste. 

After unmercifglly chafing 
absence of mind King Oscar inflicted upon 
him a sentence of three days’ arrest for dis- 
obedience to that clause of the military reg- 
ulations which prohibits civilian attire to be 
worn in conjunction with military uniform, 
either when on or off duty.

comic opera that has come to Chicago in the 
last three years. Indeed, if The Belle of 


New York,” which really belongs to a dif- 


ferent category, is excepted, there has been 
no combination of music and farce in the 
last few years which can compare with this 
bright medley either for its musical quali- 
ties or\ the clevernéss of the presentation. 
The Serenade comes nearest to the pres- 
t work, and it is rather curious that Mr.. 
mith, Mr, Herbert, and Miss Nielsen were 
jointly responsible for the success of that 
opera as they are for this one. The only 
difference is that The Serenade was writ- 
ten for the good Bostonians and the comic 
element was of necessity omitted; moreover, 
the composer remembered that he was writ- 


ing for an organization of ballad singers and 


made few attempts in the direction of oper- 
atic music. 
On this occasion Mr. Herbert has let him- 


-self go, and the result is that he has achieved 


by far the best results of his career. Not 
only is his score full of tuneful melodies 
which cannot fail to be popular, but the 
orchestration and ensemble writing are 
worthy of the best school of comic opera 
writing. Sir Arthur Sullivan himself never 
did anything better than the finale of the 
first act, and, it might even be whispered, 
few things as good. 

The choruses are also exceptionally pro- 
fuse in number and full of swing. The 
hussar song in the first act, the gypsy song 
for Miss Nielsen, the fine bass solo for Mr. 
Cowles in the last act, the song for Miss 
Marguerite Sylva, all offer as good oppor- 
tunities to the chorus as to the solöists It 
is true that Mr. Victor Herbert, like Mr, 
Smith, is not overburdened with originality,. 
and as long as he can copy a good effect from 
some one else he is not above making use of 
it. But after all why should he have scruples 
when the public raise no obection? 

The finale of the second act, with the brass 
band on the stage and the flags all flying, is 
nothing but undiluted Sousa; yet the audi- 
ence howled with delight, and then of course 
there was the inevitable cake walk, which 
had to be repeated until Miss Nielsen gasped 
for breath. But what else can a composer 
do when thé public insists on going crazy at 
the suggestion of a cake walk? 

The trio in the last act, called “ The Social 
Pirate,“ is also reminiscent of Sousa’s meth- 
ods; but there again the form has become 
stereotyped, and a comic trio in the last act 
is almost as necessary to a comic opera as 
a scherzo isto a symphony. 

And so, leaving the imitations out of the 
question, Mr. Herbert’s work may be set 
down as praiseworthy in every direction. It 
abounds in good tunes, the ensembles are 
clever, musicianly, and always inspiring; 
and the orchestration. is such as one would 
expect from a man of Mr. Herbert’s experi- 
ence. The best numbers, if it is necessary to 
particularize. are the gypsy song for Miss 


Nielsen and chorus in the first act, the finale 


of the first act, the comic serenade song for 
Mr. Nielsen in the second act, and the 
bass solo for Mr. Cowles in the last. But 
that list does not by any means exhaust the 
good musical numbers in the opera. 

Of the book it would be rash to speak too 
highly, because it has been cut to pieces in 
the most remarkable way since the opera 
was produced, and it is difficult to say now 
how much should be credited to Mr. Harry 
B. Smith and how much to the comedians 
of the company. It would be unnecessary, 
even if it were possible, to tell the story of 
the opera at this time. No one could under- 
stand it when told, and it has nothing to do 
with the success of the piece. It is more 
important to relate that Miss Nielsen ap- 
pears first in a French gray costume, neatly 
made; next in gypsy guise, over which she 
wears, later on, a tea gown. In the second 
act she comes on richly attired, as to the 
trailing skirt, in white satin, with a pink 
dressing jacket in place of a bodice. She 
then dons a hussar uniform and appears in 
dazzling, cherry-colored array, which gives 
an added effect to the Sousa march that 
closes the second act. Of her singing it, 
would be hard to speak too highly. Her 
voice is as fresh as ever in spite of the fact 
that she uses it unsparingly, and it is so 
beautifully flexible that she can attack al- 
most anything fron an operatic air to a coon 
song. Her singing, in fact, is the most 
charming p of the whole performance, 
and that is saying a good deal. One would 
like to say much of her acting, because 
she herself is so young and full of life and 
enjoys everything she does so much that the 

udience cannot fail to enter into her good 
She reminds one strongly, in fact, 
of Sig. Carbone and Sig. Campanartin “ The 
Barber of Seville,” when ‘these two artists 
enjoyed their own work so much that they 
literally compelled the audience to laugh 
with them. For that reason the voice of 
cold criticism is apt to be silenced in the 
presence of Miss Nielsen, otherwise one 
would be inclined tg say that her manners 
are a trifle agrestic, and she evidently has not 
forgotten the old days at the Tivoli in San 
Francisco. But it must be such a relief to 
this buoyant young woman to be free from 
the fetters of the Bostonians and away from 
the cold gray eye of Barnabee that her 
romping may be to some measure excused. .

There was, however, prompt 
recovery, May wheat selling to 71 c, or a 
shade above the early high price. e rally 
was helped by big clearances, reports of ex- 
port engagements at the seaboard, and an 
advance in Liverpool. Clearances on Satur- 
day were light, but yesterday represented 
1,033,000 bu. New York put the new export 
business at 54 loads. The Liverpool market 
opened unchanged to a fraction lower, but 
closed with an advance of e to %c. Paris 
was 5 to 10 centimes higher, but Antwerp 
was off 12% centimes, and private cables 
reported Berlin closing at ½ decline, 
Amsterdam at a decline of 1\%c, and Buda- 
Pesth at a decline of 1%c. In face of the 
easier tone of continental markets the ex- 
port people reported good continental de- 
mand for wheat. Broomhall now estimates 
the Argentine exportable surplus at 38,000,- 
000 bu. The quantity of wheat on passage in- 
creased last week 1,040,000 bu. The Eng- 
lish visible decreased 958,000 bu. World's 
shipments were 7,900,000 bu, against 7,899,000 
bu the previous week and 4,850,000 bu tho 
same week last year. The local stock of 
wheat increased 92,000 bu. There was but 
little conspicuous commission house trade. 
There was some crop damagetalk. Thecash 
market was relatively unchanged. Cash 
prices followed the futures. 


Corn Prices Do Net Hold. 

Corn was disposed to sympathize with 
wheat, but the offerings were relatively 
heavy, and the market was affected by the 
prospect of increased movement. May corn, 
after an early advance to 37%c bid, sold 
down to 87c, the closing price of Saturday, 
and the last price was only \%c better. The 
pit incidents were the heavy buying by Com- 
stock, who is just back from a trip South, 
and the selling and bearish talk of Patten, 
Who was recently looked upon as the bull 
leader. Local receipts were 1,025 cars, as 
against 700 expected. The heavy inspection 
of al) kinds of grain was due to Sunday work 
on several roads. The estimate for today is 
for 800 cars, The visible supply increased 
1,809,000 bu. This increase was large 
enough to be a bearish influence. The local 
stock increased 1,030,000 bu. The quantity 
on passage decreased 1,200,000 bu, and the 
clearances were heavy at 722,000 bu.

About a Change in Relations—Hise 
Idea Is That They Should Unite for 
the Observance of the Law—Execu-

Chairman nee of the Interatate Com- 
merce commission is trying to bring about 
a change in the relations between the com- 
mission and the railroads. His idea is that 


the attitude of the commission should be in

prosecution. 


The executive officers of the Eastern and 


Western roads have been requested to meet 
in Washington on Thursday and confer with 
the commission on the rate situation. 

A factor in the situation has been the an- 
nouncement by the receivers of the Balti- 
more and Ohio and the President of the Big 
Four that on and after Jan. 1 they would 
enforce the maintenance of published tariffs 


and their pledge that information. of all 
illegal practices, rate cutting, etc., shall be 


promptly furhished the Interstate Com- 
merce commission, for the purpose of prose- 
cuting the guilty parties. The idea now is 


to have the railroads and the Interstate Com- 


merce commission codperate in the enforce- 
ment of the interstate commerce law. 


May Secure the Monon. 

The advance in the price of the stock of 
the Big Four railroad yesterday caused a 
revival of the old rumor that this road is 
about to acquire control of the Monon. 
About two years ago negotiations were go- 
ing on for the purchase of this system and 
the Big Four, but a disagreement arose be- 
tween the parties which killed the scheme. 
Since then nothing has been done.

SENATOR HOAR SPEAKS IN SUPPORT 


OF VEST RESOLUTION.

Takes Position That the Constitation 


Will Be Violated by Acquisition of 
the Philippines—To Put Flag Over 
Islands Would Be Taking It from 
Independence Hall—Mr. Platt (Conn.

The leading speaker was Mr. Hoar ro 
Mass. J, who delivered a speech in ** 
of the resolution introduced by Mr. Ve 
Dem., Mo. J. declaring it to be in opposition 
to the constitution for this country to ac- 
quire foreign — to governed per- 
manently as co es. 

Although Mr. Hoar occupied the time of 
the Senate for more than two hours, he was 
accorded the unusual compliment of close 
and undivided attention by his colleagues 
— the floor and a large audience in tn the gal- 
eries. 

His speech was in answer to that recent- 
ly delivered by Mr. Platt [Rep., Conn.] 
had been most. carefully prepared. 

Mr. Platt, at the conclusion of Mr. Hoar's 
address, briefly replied to some points of the 
speech which had been directed especially 
athim. He reiterated his former statement 
that the United States had power to acquire 
and govern foreign territory, and declared 
that had this country embraced the doc- 
trines of Mr. Hoar the Mayflower would 
have been turned back from Plymouth Rock 
and the country would never have expanded 


to the Pacific coast. 


Senator Hoar’s Speech. 


Senator Hoar said in part: 

“It is not- my purpose to discuss the gen- 
eral considerations which affect any acqui- 
sition of sovereignty by the American peo- 
ple over the Philippine Islands which has 
been or may be proposed. I am speaking to- 


day only on the theory of the constitutional | 


interpretation propounded by the Senator 
from Connecticut.” [Mr. Platt.] 

Mr. Hoar said that our fathers who framed 
the constitution were the wisest builders 
of States the world has yet seen. They had 
studied ancient history and had learned that 
while there is little els@ that a democracy 
cannot accomplish it cannot rule over vas- 
sal States or subject peoples without bring- 
ing the elements of death into its own con- 
stitution. 

„Wen the Senator from Conneeticut un- 


dertakes to declare,” said Mr. Hoar, that 
we may do such things, not for the perfect 


union, the common defense, the general wel- 
fare of the people, or the securing of liberty 
to ourselves and our children, but for any 
fancied or real obligation to take care of 
distant peoples beyond our boundaries, not 
people of the United States, then I deny his 
proposition and tell him he can find nothing 
either in the text of the constitution or the 
exposition of the fathers or the judgments 
of courts from that day to this to warrant 
or support his doctrine.” 

Mr. Hoar was inclined to ridicule those who 


favor expansion and the ratification of the 


treaty of Paris without amendment. Their 
arguments, he said, were: Three cheers 
for the flag! Who will dare to haul it down? 
Hold on to everything you can get! Amer- 
ica has outgrown Americanism.” 

Mr. Hoar then entered upon a critical 
analysis of Mr. Platt's speech. After sum- 
marizing the argument, he said: 

The constitutional argument for sfivery 
was ten timés as strong as the argument 


of Mr. Platt. The slave master said he 


owned men for their good. The Senator 
from Connecticut proposes to own nations 
for their good.“ 

In discussing how territory may be ac- 
quired constitutionally by the United States, 
Mr. Hoar said: 

“It may also acquire adjoining or outlying 


territory, dispose of it, make rules and reg- 


ulations for it for the purposes of national 
security and defense, as in the case of 
Hawaii, although it may not be expected 
that the territory so acquired, held, and 
disposed of shall ever come into the union 
as a State.“ 

Immediately fénowtng this statement Mr. 


Hoar set the Philippines against Hawali in 


this declaration: 

Mr. President, you are not now proposing 
to acquire or own property in the Philip- 
pines, with dominion as a necessary incident; 
you are not toowna foot of land there. You. 


‘propose now to acquire dominion and legis- 


lative power and nothing else. Wherein the 


is the grant of power to exer- 
acis 


sovereignty where you have no prop- 


erty?’’ 


Mr. Hoar then appealed to Senators who 


are hesitating as to what their action upon 


the question of expansion may be. 


Independence Is Lost. 
When you raise the flag over the Philip- 
pine Islands as an emblem of dominion and 


acquisition you take it down from Independ- 


ence Hall.“ 
He quoted the statement of Louis Napo- 


leon, made in 1854: The time of conquest 


is past, never to return.“ 

Then Mr. Hoar added: Napoleon forgot 
what he had said when he grew a little 
stronger. He saw his opportunity in Mex- 
ico, as our friends think they see ours in the 
Philippine Islands.“ 

“A year ago last December the President 
— the United States sent a message to Con- 

In that message he said: 

I speak not of forcible — be- 

cause that is not to be thought of, and under 


the code of morality that would be criminal 


on.’

„The time of conquest is past,’ said Louis 
Napoleon. Ah, Mr. President, President 
McKinley but repeated Louis Napoleon, 
though in louder and clearer voice.“ 


In conclusion, Mr. Hoar said he could not 


agree that the lesson of our first hundred 
years is that the declaration of independence 
and the constitution are a failure and that 
America is to begin the twentieth century 


where Spain began the sixteenth: 
The Monroe doctrine is gone. Every Eu- 


popean nation, every European alliance, has 


the right to acquire dominion in this hemi- 


sphere when we acquire it in the other.” 


Mr. Platt Replies. 
When Mr. Hoar had concluded Mr. Piatt

FOR CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 


House Promptly Restores the Appro- 


priation for the Support of the 
Commission. 


‘Washington, D. C., Jan. 9.—The House to- 
day reversed the decision of the committee 
of the whole last Friday, when the appro- 
prlat ion for the support of the Civil Service 
commission was stricken out of the legis- 
lative, executive, and judicial appropriation 
bill. In committee, where members do not 
go on record, the appropriation was stricken 
out by a vote of 67 to 61. Today, when the 
roll was called, the appropriation was re- 


stored, the motion to strike out being de- 


feated, 95 to 119. The bill was then passed. 
The House today, by special order, decided 
to proceed with the consideration of the 
naval personnel bill as soon as the bill for 
the codification of the laws of Alaska was 
out of the wey. About seventy additional 


pages of the latter bill were covered today, 
leaving almost 100 pages still undisposed of. 


Bills were passed providing for the free 
entry of certain bells presented by Edwin 
M. Stanton to the Iowa Agricultural College 
and for the removal of the remains of Major 
General Rawlins from the Congressional 
Cemetery in thjs city to the cemetery at 
Arlington. 

The galleries of tle Senate were well filled 
at the opening of today’s session, many per- 
sons being attracted by the announcement 
that Mr. Hoar-of Massachusetts would dis- 
cuss Mr. Vest’s anti-expansion resolution. 

Mr. Mitchell, Wisconsin, reported from the 
Military Affairs committee a bill providing 
that all honorably discharged soldiers and 
sailors who served in the war of the rebellion 
and the volunteer soldiers and sailors of the 
war of 1812 and of the Mexican war and of 


the war with Spain Who may be disabled in 


any wey shall be admitted into the home for 

disabled volunteer soldiers. It was passed.

CHARGES AGAINST THE SECOND. 


captain Baker’s Report Arraigning

Washington, D. C., Jan. 9.—[Special.]— 
Captain Baker’s scathing arraignment of the 
Second Illinois Infantry for its mutincus 
conduct on board the tramsport Michigan 
when on its way to Cuba has been received 
at the War department. It will not be made 
public because the War department officials 
say they wish to save this regiment the 
humiliation of having its record blackened 
by the acts of a few of its members.“ 

Much secrecy is maintained at the depart- 
ment, and it was only after a search of sev- 
eral hours through the different bureaus of 
the department that it was learned the re- 
port had been received. The report was im- 
mediately turned over to General Corbin, 
and that official said: dx 

It is a report of a scandalous nature, and 
I will not make it public. It will injure the 
requtation of the whole regiment, when, in 
my judgment, only a few of the men are 
responsible for the damage done the trans- 
port.“ 

An officer of the Quartermaster’s depart- 
ment who read the report said: ‘ 

It shows conclusively the officers of the 
regiment did not have control of their men. 
The privates were guilty of rank insubordi- 
nation, and there seems to have been n- 
competency somewhere. The report will 
probably be referred to the Colonel of the 
regiment, with the request that the responsi- 
bility for the misconduct of the men be fixed. 
It will not be made public by this department 
under any circumstances, as we do not pro- 
pose to parade the affairs of the regiment 
in the newspapers.”

CALMLY KIDNAP A POLICEMAN AT 


FORT SCOTT, KAS. 


Masked Men, After Tying the Officer 
to a Tree, Hold Up Two Hotels, 
Shoot an Engineer, and Later Fig- 
ure in a Battle with Puarsuers—Smil- 


ingly Tell Their Captive of Thetr | 


Intentions and Carry Out Their 


Fort Scott, Kas., Jan. 9.—{Special.]—This 
morning two masked and heavily armed men 
coolly kidnaped a policeman from his beat, 
marched him to a secluded point a mileaway, 
and then held up and robbed the occupants 
of two hotel offices, after which they shot a 
railroad engineer, engaged in a pitched bat- 
tle in the dark with two officers, and 

It was about midnight when Policeman 
Jones, whose beat is in the vicinity of the 
Kansas City, Fort Scott and Memphis depot, 
noticed two men lurking in the shadows of 
the depot. He started to investigate. and 
was promptly covered by four revolvers. 
The men, who were masked, then disarmed 
the officer, commanded him to accompany 
them, and enforced their commands by strik- 
ing him on the head witha heavy revolver. 


The desperadoes then marched the officer | 


through the lower part of the city to a point 
on the Marmaton River, 4 mile from his 


beat, where they gagged him and tied him to 


a tree. 

Before leaving their prisoner the bad men 
smilingly informed him they were going to 
rob the hotels and restaurants on his beat. 


In about half an hour the strangers returned, 


informed the officer that too many of the 

e were still around the hotels, and 
t they would wait. 

a pretty good fellow, we'll let 
you rest awhile,” said one of the robbers, 
as he proceeded to untie the ropes that 
bound the officer to the tree, allowing him to 
git down for a little while, but shortly. com- 
pelling him to be retied and gagged. 


After leaving their prisoner the second 


time, the robbers proceeded to the Cottage 
Hotel, where, with leveled revolvers, they 
commanded the seven occupants of the office 
to give up watches, revolvers, and $150. 

The bandits commanded the victims not 
to leave the office under pain of death, and 
then went across the street, where the same 
program was carried out with the two clerks 
and one guest. in the office of the Sayer 
Hotel-and restaurant. 

Ed Mead, an engineer on the Kansas City, 
Fort Scott and Memphis, was one of the 
guests of the first hotel, and despite the 
admonſtion of the highwaymen, slipped out, 
went to the depot, borrowed a revolver, then 
waited for the robbers to come out of the 
Sayer Hotel. 

As they stepped out he opened fire at close 
range, and in return received a_ bullet 
through the shoulder from the robbers, who 
fired as they ran. 

Soon after the shooting of Mead, Officer 
Jones appeared, he having succeeded in 
working out of his overcoat, which he left 
tied to the tree. 

The entire police force was soon in pursuit 
of the robbers, and at 4 o’clock Chief of Po- 
lice Allen and Officer Reddick discovered 
them boarding an east-bound Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas train at a junction in the 
suburbs of the city. 

The fellows commenced firing at first sight 
of the officers, and a pitched battle followed, 
some forty shots being fired, but the robbers 
succeeded in escaping in the darkness. 
Posses were out all day, but without suc- 
cess. 

The platform where the robbers made the 
officer a prisoner is where, several years 
ago, Jimmy” Francis, a party to the fa- 
mous Glendale train robbery, shot to death 
Officer McLemore, who had just put him 
under arrest. At the same junction where 
the kidnapers boarded the train last night, 
Francis and his companion caught a north- 
bound freight. They were pursued by a 
posse on a special train and in a battle, which 
took place at Pleasanton, Francis was killed 
and his companion captured. /
